It  is  my  duty  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1964  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  in  the  Borough. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1947,  Section  4 7 

This  deals  with  the  removal  from  their  homes  of  people,  generally 
elderly,  who  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  and  who  are  not  receiving  help  from  others  and 
are  in  such  a state  that  their  conditions  are  prejudicial  to  their  health. 

No  action  under  this  Section  was  taken  in  1964. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

There  were  38  live  births  giving  a rate  of  16.17  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  12.34  in  1963.  Of  these  1 was  illegitimate,  there  was  1 
home  confinement,  no  still  births  and  3 premature  births. 

There  was  1 infant  death  at  4 days,  giving  a rate  of  25*6  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  0 in  1963. 

There  were  37  deaths  giving  a rate  of  15*74  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  20.43  in  1963.  22  of  these  deaths  occurred  after  the 

age  of  75yrs.  It  will  be  appreciated  that  there  is  a chronic  sick  unit 
in  the  Borough,  the  number  of  elderly  people  dying  within  this  district 
will  be  higher  than  normal,  since  many  of  these  patients  have  been  resident 
in  the  unit  for  longer  than  six  months. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

This  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Montgomeryshire  Water  Board, 

Samples  taken  from  the  Board’s  supply  have  been  satisfactory. 

Many  complaints  have  been  received  about  the  poor  water  supply  to 
the  school  and  to  the  Garden  Suburbs  Area  and  it  appears  that  the  Board 
has  renewed  the  main  in  the  Llangurig  Road.  The  Borough  Surveyor 
continues  to  sample  water  twice  monthly  from  the  town's  mains, 

SEWERAGE 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Council  to  construct  a modern  sewerage 
disposal  works  instead  of  the  present  sewerage  farm. 

Planning  permission  was  sought  for  the  site  of  th©  disposal  works. 
Numberous  samples  of  trade  effluent  and  of  crude  sewerage  were 
taken  by  the  Surveyor  on  behalf  of  the  Consultant  Engineers  to  assist 
them  in  designing  the  new  works. 

Routine  maintenance  of  the  sewers  was  carried  out  and  minor  blockages  cleared. 
REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  site  at  Oakley  Park  has  been  filled.  Tipping  continutes  at 
Pen:  pompren. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

The  erection  of  public  conveniences  at  the  rear  of  the  Town  Hall  and 
at  the  Gro  was  commenced  in  1964. 

HOUSING. 

During  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  building  of  24  houses 
at  Maesydre.  One  house  was  built  privately. 

Under  slum  clearance  schemes  four  houses  were  demolished  and  one  closing 
order  was  made. 

During  the  year  5 grants  were  given  to  improve  domestic  property. 

There  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  disease  in  the  Borough. 

However,  one  case  of  food  poisoning  was  notified  and  it  was  thought 
this  was  due  to  the  consumption  of  a pork  pie. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  Clerk  and  The  Surveyor  for  their  continued 
help  and  advice  and  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  assistance  and 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department,
